Colorado Public Service generates 
power for five REA's and it Is far 
these organltatlons that Lolseau 
rinds a "real soft spot In my heart."

THE EE IMPORTANT ITEMS — Defense costs

the regular military eftabUshmsnt (army, navy, air 
force); (3) Atomic production and experimentation, 
and r3) about seven billion for fortlga economic and 
military aid. 

Whatever savings congress can make will have to 
crane out of this total.

BOMBS WTO PLOWSHARES 
Another bomb has been dropped, 
This one has wracked no cities. It threatens no na- 
tions. It inaugurates no wars. 

It may not even make as loud a noise ss the ther- 
monuclear explosion that occurred somewhere In the 
vast silences of Russia lost summer. But its reper- 
cussions will reach farther. * ' 
■It is the slmplo announcement that the United 
States Is going to construct Its first full- scale atomlo 
energy plant for peaceful use. 

The sews Is not unexpected. Such a development 
has been urged passionately by men of expert know- 
ledge.": poll tlcol sagacity, and rnorai-viilon. It-raises 
huge and complex Issues of government monopoly, 
financing, cooperation with ' private Industry, and 
sharing of nuclear know-how with ether nations. 
These Issue* have been debated in the put and will 
be debated even more urgently In the future. 

But the Immediate Impact of the news Is some- 
thing apart from these. The clear meaning Is that 
the atomic arms race is now to be supplemented and 
eventually rivaled by a race for the development of 
the peaceful uses of nuclear power. And lt Is the 
United BUtes rather than the Soviet union which 
has first been able to announce concrete plans to 
forward this development. , 

Hero, Is no cheap "propaganda " victory— though 
Thomas K. Murray of the atomic energy commission 
makes a useful point In this connection. He notes how 
disastrous for America's reputation it might have 
_been If ■the Borlct union, Jrulead_of prodnlrolnir ita 
successful "thermonuclear tcstTTiSa" " been - " iinsr 
summer to announce thst It was operating a prac- 
tical Industrial nuclear power plant and would offer 
foreign nations nuclear power technology In exchange 
for uranium and other economic and political con- 
cessions, 

Americans may- well rejoice that they are first to 
open up this almost unlmnctnable field for con- 
structive achievement and cooperative advance, how- 
over small (relatively speaking) Its beglnnlnGs and 
however difficult the practical development of the 
project. 

But, more Important than that, the whole world 
ts now brought face to face with the fsct that atomlo 
■power can be used to bless mankind rather than 
destroy it. In a sense lt is reminded o( the words of 
Mows; 

I call heaven and earth to record this day against 
you, that X have set before you life and death, bless- 
ing and cursing; therefore choose life, that bath 
thou and thy seed may live. 
The bombs will continue to be stockpiled, Uie de- 
structive lnTenttona to be multiplied, for some time to 
come. But If the United States can hold out to a 
shaken world the hope of a vast new accession of 
good from the peaceful use of atomic power It will 
point the way toward a day when the bombs can be 
beaten into pfoweharea— when the forte that leveled 
Hiroshima will raise bright and shining cities to tha 
sun.— Christian Science Monitor.

Linking Teacher Retirement 
Plan to Social Security Urged 



Editor, Tlmes-Newi 

The following la from a letter 
from a teucher retirement official 
of the WushlnRton Education asso- 
ciation, dntcd Nov. D, IBM: 

"In order for a state teachers' 
retirement system to come under 
social security that state's legisla- 
ture must first have enacted « law 
setting up a compact between its to 
employes and the federal social se- 
curity deportment. Washington has 
done this. ( 

"The state legislature muit-thfi 

abolish the state teachers' retire' 
ment system for all teachers who 
have not retired. (Teachers already 
retired under the teachers' retire- 
ment law have a contractual status 
with the stale and cannot go on so- 
cial security, They must continue 
receiving pension payments under 
the provisions of the Isw that was 
in effect when they retired.) 

"After the state tins then abolished 
Its retirement law It may then 
place teachers under federal social 
security. It miy then either repay 
the teacher* alj the money they 
have contributed to the retirement 
system, or set up a new retirement 
system to supplement the social se- 
curity psymenL

"The story goes thst you can de- 
termine the temperature by finding 
a cricket and then counting the 
number or times he chirps In 14 
seconds and to that total add 40. 
This should give you the tempera- 
ture within one decree." 

The Farmer's Almanac Is not for 
sale, although some 750,000 copies 
ore circulated every year. Some- 
body may hand It to you as a give- 
away. Advertising by bankers. In- 
surance companies, feed and eoal 
dealers, even undertakers, pays pub- 
lishing costs. 

It Is published here by adger 
Brothers Printing company, and 
looks the same today with Its old 
wood cuts as If did under Its first 
editor, David Young, astronomer, 
poet and teacher from Morrii coun- 
ty, N. J. He called hlmseir 
"phllom— a lover of learning. 

Roland E. Hart, a relative of one 
of the Almanac's first astronomers, 
Samuel Hart Wright mokes the 
weather predictions. He bases them 
on long-rang astronomical calcula- 
tions and charts of the heavens 
which he draws up himself. 

For better weather fc«vcastlni, 
Hart believes, there's nothing like 
the Zodiac.

Ha sat through ens entire per- 
formance. His comment on leaving

They had a full house, but alt 
of the people there seemed to coma 
from Maine, New Hsmpshlra and 
Vermont" 

Next day the municipal censor- 
ship board' dosed the Old Howard 
for a month. 

And who can ever forget the 
formers who did their bit on the 
Old Howard's stage?- " 

There Is Hindi Wsssau. who 
hold some sort of record for the 
number of times she has taken 
off her clothes In public. 

Miss Waas au dalms she Invented 
tho strip tease, all evidence to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

She was a chorus girt In a 
cago burlesque house In 1028 "as 
a girl ot 15."

She was considered the most beauti- 
ful girl of the burlesque stage and 
filled the niche vacated successively 
by Ann Corlo, Margie Hart and 
Gypsy Rose Lee. 

Not all the colorful characters 
connected with burlesque In Boston 
were on the etage. The late Abra- 
ham Cop] en served In .the Old 
Howard box office for about 30 
years — and never' saw a burlesqut 
show In his lu*e. 

But now there Is no burlesque Jr. 
Boston, a dty m which six such 
theaters have flourished through 
the yean — with never fewer than 
two running simultaneously with 
three shows dally each.
